BIKDS’-NEST SOUP. 

Of the delicious birds’-nest soup eaten in 
China, everybody has heard, but everybody 
has not been privileged to partake of that 
most delectable of all Oriental dainties. The 
nests are formed of the secretions of a species 
of swallow, called by naturalists Eirunda 
esculenta, because their dwellings are eaten. 
These birds are common on most of the 
islands of the Indian Archipelagoes, but their 
head-quarters are Sumatra, Java and Borneo. 
They build their nests over shelving recks, 
in places that would seem to be inaccessible 
to man. 

But such is the demand for this dainty, and 
so high its market value, that hundreds of 
men spend their whole lives in the perilous 
work of collecting the nests from deep cav¬ 
erns, by torch-light, and overhanging rocks, 
frightful cliffs and precipices, such as make 
the head grow dizzy even to think of, and 
whence the slightest loss of footing must 
prove fatal to tho adventurer. Multitudes of 
others are constantly employed in separating 
with delicate tweezers the feathers and other 
impurities from the gelatinous portion of the 
nests, and in washing and drying them in 
preparation for the market. 

The bird makes its first nest of a gelatine 
produced from its own body, without any for¬ 
eign admixture; but when deprived of this, 
being unable to secrete a sufficient quantity of 
the gluten for another, he mixes in the second 
a considerable portion of sticks, feathers, and 
dried grass, thus rendering the nest far less 
desirable for edible purposes. 

Again, however, the rapacious hunter, lying 
in wait for his prey, turns out the homeless 
bird, and hears off the prize; and when, for 
the third time, the little architect rears his 
home, it is composed almost entirely of stub¬ 
ble, with the slightest possible admixture of 
gelatine. to 

This last nest being comparatively worth- . . 
less for food, the poor little builder is ordina¬ 
rily allowed to retain possession, and rears its 
family without farther molestation. The 
nests are about the size of a small tea-cup, 
and an eight of an inch in thickness, weigh- ^ 
ing scarcely half an ounce each. 

The first nests collected .are of a pure 
creamy whiteness, and bring readily twice 
their own weight in silver dollars. These re¬ 
quire little cleansing, only to be dried and 
packed; hut the second gathering must be 
carefully picked over, and thoroughly wash¬ 
ed. The nests thus losing their original lus- ^ 
ciousness, their market value is proportion- 
ately diminished, and they sell for about 
eighteen or twenty dollars per pound—the 
poorest as low as six or eight. Even the third 
nests arc occasionally taken, but they bring a ^ 
mere trifle, and are only used by those whose ^ 
epicurean tastes exceed the length of their 
purses. _ -gj

“EE GOOFFAH. ,r 

The natives of Mesopotamia possess a kind 
of boat, used solely for fresh-water naviga¬ 
tion, which, for originality of design and man¬ 
ner of construction, is certainly very peculiar. 

It is probable too, that the existence of such 
boats has hitherto scarcely been known be¬ 
yond the boundaries of the country where 
they are in use. 

“El Gooffah,” as the Arabic speaking popu¬ 
lation of that region commonly calls this pe¬ 
culiar craft, is undoubtedly a boat of very an¬ 
cient origin, dating its first use but little later 
than the raft,—the latter being probably the 
most primitive of all floating structures. 

There is proof positive that the gooffah was 
in use in Assyria many centuries anterior to 
the birth of Christ, as unmistakable fac-similes 
thereof, represented on bass-reliefs, inscrip¬ 
tions and other antiquities, unearthed from 
among the ruins of Nineveh, Babylon and 
Kufa, attest. 

The gooffah is nothing more nor less than a 
huge, perfectly round basket, of extremely 
strong and coarse wooden wicker-work. 

It is constructed of various sizes, varying 
between four and eight feet in diameter, and 
between three and four feet in depth; which 
size, combined with its spherical shape and 
slightly rounded bottom, renders it capable of 
carrying from two to ten tons of dead weight, 
—a carrying capacity exceeding that of any 
other kind of boat of equal dimensions hither¬ 
to known. 

The huge basket, which constitutes the 
frame-work of the craft, is rendered perfectly 
water-tight by a coat of asphaltum, carefully 
applied about an inch thick all over the inside 
and outside of the basket, after having been 
mixed with some other substance, which lat¬ 
ter causes the asphaltum, almost as soon as 
applied, to become and remain as hard as 
stone, in spite of the intense heat of the sun. 

The sides and bottom of the gooffah are 
from three to five inches thick according to 
the size of the craft, and the rim is nicely 
rounded off. 

EOCUST-EATESG. 

We read in the Bible, that the food of John 
the Baptist was “locusts and wild honey.” A 
great deal of pains has been taken by com¬ 
mentators to prove that it was not what we 
call locusts, but the fruit of the wild carob- 
tree, that John ate with the honey that he 
found in the wilderness where he lived. 

But I do not think that any one who has 
traveled in Arabia, or found rest and shelter 
1 in an Arab’s tent, and been a guest at his hos¬ 
pitable board, would thus judge of what the 
[ Bible means by “locusts.” In Turkey, Per- 
! sia, Arabia, and all that region of the country, 
locusts—genuine, bona-fide locuats—have 

J been eaten from remote antiquity; and to this 

1 day, they form an important item of the food 
used by the common people. The Bedouins 
collect them in immense quantities, and after 
a partial drying, pack them in sacks. Then 

2 at their convenience, when the season for col- 
_ lecting is over, they steam the insects in close 
j vessels over a hot fire, winnow them in broad 

baskets to remove the legs and wings, and 
then pulverize them between flat stones. 
a When wanted for food, they are only moist- 
e ened with a little water, just as the Arabs do 
, in preparing their date-flour, and then the re- 
•1 past is all ready. 

e The Turks eat locusts in the same way, and 
by very many other Orientals they are re- 
t. garded as the choicest of dainties. 

The Moors boil or fry them, seasoning with 
salt, pepper,' and vinegar; and pronounce 
them even superior to quails and pigeons. 
t _ The Hottentots make from the eggs a deli¬ 
cious soup; they also roast the locusts over a 
^ slow fire, and eat them as we do caramels or 
bon-bons. Dr. Livinstone says he used them 
at first from necessity, when deprived of all 
other food; but, strange to say, grew daily 
,j more fond of them, and at last preferred 
them to slirimps or oysters. 


FARMERS SHOTTED USE THE PEN. 

Washington was an intelligent farmer, and 
he kept a strict and accurate account of his 
business transactions when on his farm, or 
when he was commander-in-chief of the ar¬ 
mies of the revolution, or President of the 
United States. It is owing to a lack of busi¬ 
ness habits that farmers are often imposed 
upon and wronged of their just dues by 
scheming speculators in produce, fertilizers 
and agricultural implements. The agricul¬ 
turalist should study law, so as to .be able 
to understand the legal tenure of all 
contracts he signs for whatever he purchases, 
so that he can avoid being cheated and wrong¬ 
ed by dishonest men. A late writer on this 
topic says: 

“Perhaps one of the benefits which our ag¬ 
ricultural colleges will render us, is in teaching 
our young men the accuracy and exactness 
which is indispensable in business as well as 
science. No greater service could be done 
the farming class than to impress upon its 
members the necessity of putting their affairs 
in black and white. Strictly kept accounts, 
and clearly written contracts, would lessen 
their expenses and increase their receipts.”

Mr. Talbot Declines J—Who Next J 

The strongest and noblest of the candidates 
for the Republican nomination for Governor 
has declined.

He tells us that while he believes in the prin¬ 
ciples of prohibition he desires that the pres¬ 
ent License Law should have a fair trial, and 
that all temperance men should give it a cor¬ 
dial support. He deems the unity of the Re¬ 
publican party this year essential to success 
in the great national contest next year, and 
desires to do all he can, though at personal 
sacrifice, to strengthen and build up his party 
organization in Massachusetts. This letter of 
Mr. Talbot’s is in perfect keeping with his 
high character and generous unselfishness. 
No man in the State stands better before the 
public to-day than he, and the time is not far 
distant when he will be wanted. 

The withdrawal of ex-Governor Talbot in¬ 
creases the responsibility of the Republicans 
of Massachusetts in this campaign. Mr. Rice 
and Dr. Loring are now prominently front 
candidates for the nomination of Governor. 
At any other time either of them could be 
elected, if nominated, but this year such a 
result is not so clear, and for the Republicans 
of Massachusetts to fail this year would give 
such encouragement to the democratic party 
of the country that it would be almost impos¬ 
sible to stay their victory in the great contest 
next year. The danger is imminent, requir¬ 
ing the keenest sagacity, the wisest counsel, 
the most serious thought. Dr. Loring and 
A. H. Rice have been before the public too 
long to excite any fresh enthusiasm, and have 
been bespattered too freely with unholy water 
to appear saintly at the judgment day in No¬ 
vember. Let them stand one side this year 
and give us a new candidate. The Republi¬ 
cans are not barren of good material, and be¬ 
tween now and the 29th of this month there 
should be a name brought to the front which 
will fill the demand and give us a candidate 
whose nomination will be a guaranty of suc- 
cess. ^ 

There is great excitement in Montreal 
over an attempt to bury the remains of one 
Joseph Guibord in the Catholic cwnetery. 
Guibord died some six years ago. . He was a 
Catholic, and owned a lot in the cemetery, 
but wa3 a member of the Canadian Institute, 
a society which had been placed under the 
ban by the bishop, and accordingly his body 
was refused burial in the consecrated ground. 
His remains were placed temporarily in a 
vault in the Protestant cemetery and his wid¬ 
ow began legal proceedings to compel the 
priest to allow liis burial. The case was car¬ 
ried from one court to another, and in the 
meantime the widow died, leaving her prop¬ 
erty to the obnoxious society, which carried 
the case to the English Privy Counsel. A 
peremptory decree was recently issued, com¬ 
manding that the remains be buried in tho 
proper place, and last week an attempt was 
made to convey the body to the cemetery for 
interment, but a Catholic mob filled up the 
grave which had been dug, and acted so riot¬ 
ously that the undertaking had to be aband¬ 
oned for the time. The Institute, however, 
are determined that the burial shall take 
place, while the Catholics are bound to pre¬ 
vent it, and whenever the next attempt is 
made, it is feared there will be considerable 
bloodshed. But as the case now stands the 
Catholics are virtually arrayed against the 
English government, and there cannot be much 
doubt which will come off victorious in the 
end. ' 

"William S. Blackinton, a prominent citi¬ 
zen and manufacturer of North Adams, died 
suddenly last Saturday at the age of 57. On 
the previous Wednesday evening he attended 
a party given by his father, Mr. Sandford 
Blackinton, in honor of Hiram Sibley of 
Rochester, N. Y., one of the chief stockhold¬ 
ers of the Western Union Telegraph Co., at 
which pickled oysters with sliced lemons, fol¬ 
lowed by custards, were served to the guests. 
All who partook of the custards were soon 
taken ill and the lives of several were despair-* 
ed, but all finally rallied except Mr. W. S. 
Blackinton, all remedies proving unavailing 
in his case. It was at first thought that the 
custards were poisoned, but the physicians 
decided that the uncongenial admixture of vi¬ 
ands and the hot weather caused, all the sick¬ 
ness. Mr. Blackinton was the junior partner 
in the firm of S. Blackinton & Son, large 
woolen manufacturers. He was a member of 
the Congregational church to which he was a 
liberal contributor. Able, upright and ener¬ 
getic,he was loved by a large circle of friends, 
and will be deeply missed. 

Sad Fulfilment of a Dream. —A woman 
at Skowhegan, Me., dreamed on Friday night 
last that her.sister, who resides at St. Paul, 
Minn., whom she had not seen for eleven 
years, had been run over by a railroad train 
and killed. She told her dream to her hus¬ 
band next morning at breakfast, and he laugh¬ 
ingly derided her nervous anticipations, but 
before they had left the table a telegram from 
St. Paul was handed to her containing the in¬ 
formation that at the precise hour of her 
dream, 11.56 p. m., her sister had been deliv¬ 
ered of twins.

The walk is a fine piece of work, and much 
credit is due Messrs. Stone & Howard of Hol¬ 
yoke, who laid it. 

Strenuous efforts are being made for an as¬ 
phalt walk on the west side of Thorndike 
street, from Main street to the food factory. 
We understand that nearly all the property 
owners are ready and willing to build in front 
of their lots, but as two or three are not 
quite ready, it may be some time before the 
work is done. Thorndike street is already 
one of our evening promenades, and this im¬ 
provement would make it still more popular. 

The fire at South Deerfield has its lesson 
for this village. The lack of all means of 
extinguishing a fire may at some future time, 
as it has in the past, result in the laying in 
ashes of many of our blocks. We have on 
Main street a large cistern, which, full of wa¬ 
ter, would be valuable in case of fire. It 
was cleaned out and repaired by one of our 
townsmen in the spring, with the expectation 
that others would see that the water was put 
in; but nothing has been done about it, and 
now he threatens to fill it up with dirt. We 
want more of these reservoirs, with plenty of 
water; and then, with a good hand engine, 
we would be in good shape to combat the 
flames when they come. 

One of our merchants is the happy posses¬ 
sor of a dog, and we are glad of it, for if he 
had not been we should have lost this item, 
and his babies would have had one plaything 
the less: The other day, as our merchant 
was pursuing his daily avocation, a rumor 
reached his ears that a man had been seen 
leaving the village, taking the dog with him. 
Careful investigation reveals the truth of the 
report. His will is at once made up, and 
hitching up his team and taking an officer 
with him he sets out in search of the thief.. 
By making frequent and careful inquiries he 
was enabled to follow him closely, and after 
an anxious ride he discovers the object of his 
search in the distance, quietly talking with 
another person.

William F. White’s house, with the adjoin¬ 
ing outbuildings, situated about 2i miles from 
the village, was destroyed by fire last week 
Thursday. The loss is partly covered by in¬ 
surance. 

Rev. Mr. Berry, pastor of the Baptist 
church, preached last Sunday a powerful ser¬ 
mon called forth by the recent suicide in the 
village, in which he painted in vivid and se¬ 
vere colors the fearful crime of self-destruc¬ 
tion, and the abhorrence with which tho deed 
is looked upon in other countries, and arraign¬ 
ed in scathing words the selectmen for their 
laxity of duty in not discovering the prime 
cause of the tragedy. We don’t know who 
this Rev. Berry is, but a man must be very 
narrow-minded and wofully deficient in the 
average feelings of humanity, who could pub¬ 
licly reproach people for sympathizing with 
the unfortunaie Nettie Barrett and placing a 
floral wreath and cross on her burial casket. 

Another outgrowth of the suicide was a 
meeting held at the Town House on Tues¬ 
day evening in the interest of “law, order and 
morals,” which was presided over by Col. Elli¬ 
ot Bridgman. Rev. P. W. Lyman offered 
prayer, and after some discussion relative to 
the necessity for the meeting, Trial Justice 
Dickinson replied to the strictures in Rev. 
Mr. Berry’s sermon, claiming that an inquest 
would have been illegal, as well as unneces¬ 
sary. Principal Morse, of the Grammar 
school, didn’t believe the youth of the village 
were particularly immoral, but advocated the 
closing of the billiard and drinking saloons 
and the establishment of a reading room, 
and it was generally agreed that home 
should be made more attractive, and that the 
young people should be kept under a little 
closer surveillance.

A Bishop on Sunday Reading. —The 
Bishop of Manchester, in a sermon recently 
delivered, deplored the lack of regard for the 
day on the part of the population, and de¬ 
scribed what he saw on his way from Oldham 
to keep his appointment. Men were sitting at 
their doors, many of them in their dirty cloth¬ 
ing and reading newspapers; young men were 
playing at pitch and toss, others were flying 
pigeons and training dogs, hut none of them 
seemed to have any idea of going to church. 

He did not say it was wrong to read a news¬ 
paper on Sunday, so long as it was not sport¬ 
ing news, and there were many other things 
in a newspaper besides the state of the odds 
but if a man thought that newspaper reading 
on the Lord’s day did him any harm, he ought 
not to read it. Of that, however, everv man 
could be his own judge, and he (the Bishop) 
was not the keeper of that man’s conscience. 

He would rather, however, that the people 
would attend church, and he should be very 
glad if all the churches in England were free. 

It would be a bad day for tlie country if the 
observance of the Sabbath was to become 
less than it was, and he was sorry to say that 
in the nineteenth century the observance of 
the Lord’s day did not seem to be so popular 
as it was in earlier days.

To Make a Coal Fire.—T here is as much 
art in m iking a coal fire as there is any other 
of the arts of housekeeping. In this season a 
fire should be made in the grate that Avill last 
through the day, giving a moderate heat and 
ventilation for the house. To do this, first 
clear the grate, then fill it about half full of 
coal, then make a Avood fire, putting on a feAv 
sticks of Avood, Avhich will burn sloAvly, grad¬ 
ually igniting the coal. The Avood ashes on 
top of the coal will prevent its rapid consump¬ 
tion, and a fire thus constructed, burning 
sloAvly, with a moderate heat, Avill last all 
day. It is always good economy to put one 
or two sticks of Avood on the top of a coal fire 
in a grate, as the ashes Avill prevent the coal 
from burning fast and throw more largely the 
heat into the room.

The llusians having erected 
an observatory on one of the highest points oi 
the Himalaya mountains, have made a re¬ 
markable discovery.

Nevertheless, there is 1 sort ot antagonism 
between labor and capital which often leads 
to hasty and unreasonable acts—sucii as the 
strike at Fall River. If proved an unlucky 
thing and an unlucky occasion tips tune, and 
£l«? operatives will no d»Ubt heed the lesson. 


ftlore Conventions *nd dominations. 

The Prohibitionists and Labor Reformers 
held conventions on Wednesday. The Pro- ^ 
hibitionists met at Boston, and after much 
disagreement as to the course to be pursued, ^ 
appointed a committee who nominated John ] 
X. Baker of Beverly a candidate for Govern¬ 
or. Mr. Baker is a very clever man; honest ■ 
as he is clever, and true to the principles of 
Prohibition, but he has no more idea of ever 
being Governor than he has of becoming King 
of the Cannibal Islands. The object of the 
convention is simply to distract the vote ot 
the Republican party, which has been the 
party of Temperance always, and from which 
the Prohibitionists have received all the help 
they have ever got. Now they prefer Gaston 
to Rice, which shows a strange inconsistency, 
and worse ingratitude. The rank and file of 
temperance men will vote the Republican 
ticket instead of the democratic, for the rea¬ 
son that there is hope in the former, and none 
in the latter. In voting for Gaston they know 
they vote for a party which makes free rum 
one of its cardinal principles, and that it was 
the idea of free rum which elected him last 
year. The resolutions of the convention did 
not condemn this free rum party, but con¬ 
demned the Republican party for not putting 
up a Prohibitory candidate. 

The Labor Reform Convention, numbering 
about, thirty in all, met at Worcester, and 
was inharmonious as it was weak.

Horrible Outrage and Murder.—Ncav 
Hampshire furnishes this week another tale 1 
of horror in the murder of a school-girl, Josie . 
Langmaid, at Pembroke, N. H., on Monday. 
Miss Langmaid, was a prepossessing girl of 
18, of unblemished reputation, who attended 
school at some distance from her home, Avalk- 
ing when the weather was faA'orable. Her 
brother usually accompanied her, but on this 
fatal morning she Avas detained from some 
cause, and he AA'ent on Avithout her, she fol- 
loAving soon after. On returning at night, lie 
inquired why Josie had not been at school, 
and the father, avIio seemed to have a premo¬ 
nition of some fatality, started out with his 
neighbors to seek for his child. After a long 
and careful search the body of the poor girl 
>vas suddenly discovered in the Avoods, with 
the head missing, it having evidentaly been 
cut off Avith a knife Avhile the victim Avas still 
alive. A medical examination shoAved that 
the body had been outraged and fearfully mu¬ 
tilated. A more thorough search resulted in 
finding the missing head, some distance 
away, wrapped in the girl’s cape. A heavj 
stake was found, with which the girl is sup¬ 
posed to have been beaten before being dragged 
into the woods. The body Avas taken tenderly 
home, and a coroner’s jury called. The se- 
i lectmen acted promptly, and detectives Avere 
' immediately summoned from Boston for work, 
and the whole vicinity is aroused. All suspi- 
L cious parties were arrested, nnd one, named 
• Dtcav, against whom circumstantial evidence 
' seemed strong, vras only saved from lynching 
by a heavy police guard. It seems probable, 

1 hOAvever, that this man Avill be able to provo 
f his innocence by an alibi.

King Phillip’s men, number¬ 
ing from 100 to 300, came upon tlie town early 
in the morning, killing three men and one wo¬ 
man and wounding several others. They then 
burned 25 dwellings. The event will be cele- 
- brated to-day at Springfield by an address by 
Judge Henry Morris at the First Church.

THE BRAIN. 

One of the readiest roads to the brain is 
through the lungs. You may reach the brain 
in a minute with chloroform, for example. 
The power of this drug is somewhat niarvel- 
! lous. When under its influence a man may 
have his limb cut off without any sensation 
whatever; and even when he recovers from 
the artificial trance, he may still have neither 
pain nor uneasiness. Why? Have you ever 
seen a person after a fit of epilepsy? After a 
fit of that kind people have no remembrance 
of anything done to them during the fit. Dur¬ 
ing the epileptic paroxysm, the brain is all but 
completely torpid. The same thing happens 
after the anaesthetic sleep of chloroform. In 
neither case can a man remember what he 
felt. But mark what may happen after am¬ 
putation performed on a patient under chloro¬ 
form. The same man who felt no pain in the 
stump either during or after the operation, 
may continue for many months to be attacked 
with the identical local symptoms for which 
his limb was removed, at the hour of the day 
or night when he was wont to suffer martyr¬ 
dom before its removal.

There never was a delusion with less evi¬ 
dence for it, except a permanent impression 
among mankind, which is often the result, 
not of accumulated experience, but of an ev¬ 
er-renewing discontent with the actual state 
of things.
